The Turbulent Tub 


Harry B. Reid is a quiet little man who 
operates Reid Hospital Supply in Louis- 
ville. He has been selling hospital supplies 
and equipment for about 25 years, but 
with the slightest excuse he is likely to 
be found puttering around on the back- 
stretch of a race track somewhere. He 
owns one broodmare (appropriately named 
Blood Bank), and usually has a horse or 
two in training, just to make sure he is 
provided with an occasional good reason 
for being where he wants to be in the 
first place. He belongs to the Kentucky 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association and 
the Thoroughbred Club of America. 

As a purveyor of equipment, he was 
familiar with the uses of hydrotherapy, 
particularly as an aid in the recovery 
of polio patients. Last year a California 
firm put on the market a gadget shaped 
something like the northern two-thirds of 
a big watermelon, with a reinforced hose 
attached to the blossom end. It was called 
the Vibra-Bath, and was intended pri- 
marily for home treatment of patients dis- 
charged from hospitals. It could be set 
beside a bathtub, plugged into an elec-' 
trical outlet, and used to agitate the water 
with air forced through the hose. 

After seeing some of the things in use, 
Reid concluded that they might be help- 
ful to a lot of sore-legged horses for the 
same reason they were helpful to human 
patients: the hydraulic massage would 
stimulate circulation and relieve tension 
and thus make it easier for nature to do 
its healing work. He built a footplate which 
could be fitted into the bottom of an 
ordinary tub and attached to the hose of 
the Vibra-Bath. The forced air was chan- 
neled along the under side of the footplate, 
whence it escaped through numerous small 
holes and bubbled upward, keeping the 
water in motion. The first such plate had 
an aluminum base and was topped with 
wood, 

The apparatus ready, Reid bundled it 
up and set out for Florida in the hope 
of finding some experimental material 
there, and showed it first at the HBPA 
meeting. The first test turned out some- 
what more dramatically than he had any 
business expecting. John Kermath had 
been trying to train Suleiman, a horse 
with some class but also with such a case 
of navicular trouble that it was difficult 
even to get him out of the stall. Kermath 
had made arrangements with Charles 
Jones to turn the horse out for an ex- 
tended period at Bashford Manor, near 
Louisville, and was planning to ship him 
when Reid showed up with his new whirl- 
pool bath. “Won’t hurt to try it,” he 
concluded. 

About February 10 Suleiman eased his 


front feet into the tub and stood quietly — 


while the water bubbled and surged about

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his sore feet. He moved more easily 
afterwards, and got treatments daily 
thereafter. One February 24 Jet Fleet beat 
him a neck in a six-furlong race run in 
1:0934. On March 11 he won an allow- 
ance race at Gulfstream Park, running 
the six furlongs in 1:0944. 

The story spread quickly among train- 
ers, and there were calls for more demon- 
strations. Quite naturally, the results were 
seldom as dramatic as in the case of Sulei- 
man. But there soon were enough requests 
for the whirlpool bath that Reid went 
ahead with his plans for “mass” produc- 
tion. At the Keeneland spring meeting 
Reid used his demonstrator one day on 
Dr. Dandy, which was “a little sore, with 
big ankles.” The horse won the next day. 
A couple of days later he showed up 
with a swollen hind leg, apparently the 
result of a puncture. At the suggestion of 
a veterinarian, the tub was filled with a 
hot Epsom salts solution, the injured leg 
eased into it, and the agitator started. Dr. 
Dandy made a few random motions with 
his good hind leg, then eased it into the 
tub along with the other. The filling in 
the injured leg receded quickly. 

The footplate for Reid’s adaptor for the 
Vibra-Bath now has thick treaded rubber 
fused to the aluminum base. Price of the 
outfit is $310, assuming the trainer furn- 
ishes his own tub. Twenty-six of the units 
had been sold as of the end of July. Reid 
has set up Reid Turf Equipment as a

separate division of his hospital supply 
house, and has Russ Ellis, the artist, as 
his “outside” partner. 

Reid is gratified that some of the big. 
gest and most successful stables have 
begun to use his hydromassage apparatus, 
He is also hopeful that trainers will not 
misapprehend its function and assume that 
it may “cure” something. Like any mas- 
sage, it stimulates circulation, and if bet- 
ter circulation helps nature in relieving 
the difficulty, then some good may be ac- 
complished, he says. He has seen enough 
examples to convince him that it may be 
helpful in many instances. 

One point in its favor was brought out 
by Sol Rutchick a few weeks ago. “Best 
thing I’ve found lately.” he said. “I guess 
it does the horses some good, but I know 
it does me some good. A man’s feet get 
awful tired around a race track, and I 
just climb right into that tub myself.” 

As for Reid, he doesn’t expect to make 
much money out of his promotion; the po- 
tential market is not large. But now he 
needs no excuse to be around the race 
tracks. “Now I got business there,” he 
says.

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Recapitulation the Keeneland Sales 
The Market Was Extraordinarily Strong 


The conclusion that the market in the 
summer sale of yearlings at Keeneland 
would be very strong in comparison with 
recent years was so plain that it hardly 
seemed worth predicting. It was a sur- 
prise to horsemen only when someone ex- 
pressed a doubt about the matter. The re- 
sults surprised them, nevertheless: the 
prices were even higher than anyone had 
expected. 


The average of $9,746 for the 302 
yearlings sold in four sessions was 31 
per cent above the $7,438 average in 
1952. It missed by only 1.7 per cent the 
record $9,912 average of 1946, and there 
was every reason to believe that the 1953 
market actually was stronger than that 
of 1946. 


In that first post-war year the four 
largest consignors were Mereworth Farm, 
A. B. Hancock, Coldstream Stud (E. E. 
D. Shaffer), and Elmendorf Farm. These 
four establishments sold a total of 128 
yearlings for $1,615,500, average $12,621. 


Auctioneer George Swinebroad ran the bidding to $59,000 for a filly by Roman—Boat, by Man o’ War. The buyer: P. L. 


The other 287 yearlings averaged $8,704. 
In the 1953 auctions there was no Mere- 
worth, Hancock, Coldstream, or Elmen- 
dorf. Even so, the average was less than 
2 per cent under the 1946 figure. 


The one department in which the 1946 
sales outranked those of 1953 was in the 
proportion of prices in the extreme upper 
brackets. Thirty-one of the 415 yearlings 
in 1946 brought prices ranging from $25,- 
000 upward to $65,000. This year 13 out 
of 302 got as high as $25,000. In the lower 
ranges there was no question that the 
market had reached a new peak; only 
19.2 per cent of the yearlings sold brought 
less than $5,000, as compared with 32.7 
per cent in the 1946 boom and 41.4 per 
cent in 1952. 


The shift of emphasis from extremely 
high prices for a few yearlings to extreme- 
ly solid demand for the majority may 
mark a significant change in the attitude 
of buyers. Nearly all of them appear to 
have become aware—some of them very 


recently—that the chance of “breaking 
even” on a yearling purchase drops rapid- 
ly as the price rises above $25,000 or $30,- 
000. Men are not such competent judges 
of yearlings that they are very often will- 
ing to bet more than $40,000 that they 
can pick a yearling worth more than 
$40,000. 

It is perhaps significant also that the 
three highest prices paid in 1953 at Keene- 
land were all for fillies. If they fail to re- 
turn their purchase price while still in 
training, they have a higher potential re- 
serve value in the stud than does a high- 
priced colt which has failed to earn as 
much as was paid for him. 

Of the 302 yearlings sold, 171 (56.6 
per cent) were colts; their average, $10,- 
372, was the second-highest in the history 
of the Keeneland sales. The 131 fillies 
averaged $8,460, the highest in the history 
of regularly scheduled auction sales. The 
average for colts was 22 per cent higher 
than in 1952; for fillies, 42 per cent 
higher.

The Buyers 


There were 133 buyers of record at 
Keeneland, the smallest number since 
1946. They bought an average of 2.26 
yearlings each, about the same as in the 
last two years. They spent an average of 
$22,131, the highest rate since 1946. The 
buyer/spending ratio since the beginning 
of the series in 1943:

The tabulation above indicates the prin- 
cipal differences in the Keeneland summer 
yearling market in the last three years, In 
the extreme upper brackets it was not quite 
as good as in 1951, but somewhat better 
than in 1952. After the top 10 per cent of 
yearlings are accounted for, the market 
was stronger than in any previous year of 
the Keeneland series. 

In 1952 a bid of $2,700 or less would 
have bought 10 per cent of the yearlings; 
in 1953 it would have taken as much as 
$3,700 to buy the bottom 10 per cent, and 
only seven head, 2.3 per cent, were pur- 
chased at $2,700. Half the yearlings sold 
last year could have been bought without 
going above $5,500; this year is took a 
maximum bid of $7,500 to get the bottom 
50 per cent, and only 30 per cent were 
available to the buyer with a $5,500 limit. 
In order to get one in the top 20 per cent, 
a buyer had to spend at least $14,000 in 
1953, as against $11,000 in 1951 and 
$10,000 in 1952.

And There Were Other Sales 


The stallion Papa Redbird, 15 brood- 
mares, and 13 yearlings, representing the 
final dispersal of the estate of Joseph A. 
Goodwin, were sold at public auction July 
30 at Keeneland. Included in the sale, 
conducted by the Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany, were two broodmares of the Binglin 
Stock Farm. 

The sale, held the day after the close 
of the Keeneland summer sale of yearlings, 
attracted a good crowd, and bidding was 
brisk. Top price was the $34,000 paid by 
W. Paul Little, Kellar M. Little, and Clyde 
Buckley for the 8-year-old Papa Redbird, 
by Balladier—Taj Bibi, by *Sickle. Dan 
B. Midkiff was the underbidder. 

(It was announced after the sale that 
Crown Crest Farm was a partner to the 
purchase of Papa Redbird. The Littles, 


Buckley, and the farm each own third in- 
terests. The stallion will stand at Crown 
Crest. ) 


The Binglin broodmares, both in foal to 
*Noor, brought the top prices for brood- 
mares. Music Hall, a 12-year-old mare by 
Snark—Gay Music, by *Royal Minstrel, 
was sold for $11,000 to L. C. Howard. Mr. 
Howard also bought Quiz Dizzy, a 12- 
year-old mare by Questionnaire—Rueful, 
by *St. Germans, (Howard was a partner 
of Bing Crosby in the Binglin Stock 
Farm.) 

The Goodwin broodmares, 11 of them 
with foals at their side, brought a total of 
$64,300, average $4,287. The 13 yearlings 
brought $36,500, average $2,808.

Headley Broodmare Dispersal Planned 


Hal Price Headley, who always has 
believed in managing his own racing 
stable, has ridden the railroads at least 
half a million miles in doing so. In the 
course of the past twenty years, he has 
averaged about twenty-five round trips 
annually between his Beaumont Farm at 
Lexington and various racing centers. 
Associated with racing and breeding vir- 
tually all his life, he has sent, in aggre- 
gate, somewhere between one and two 
years traveling from one group of his 
horses to another. Now he is getting just 
a little tired of it. 

“T'll be 65 in December, and I’ve de- 
cided to take things easy from here on 
out,” he said last week. “Operating large 
farms in Kentucky and Georgia and su- 
pervising a racing stable is more work 
than I care to do in the future.” 

With that explanation he announced 
that he would disperse all his broodmares 
by public auction in the November sales 
at Keeneland. He also will sell, in one 
way or another, his interest in the stallions 
Revoked and *Rico Monte, which are 
owned in partnerships with Dr. Eslie As- 
bury and Arnold Hanger. Menow. the best 
horse he has bred and raced, sire of Capot 
and Tom Fool, is now 18 years old and 
will remain at Beaumont Farm. No plans 
for the immediate sale of the younger 
stallions Mr. Trouble and Pinebloom were 
announced. 

This was to be the beginning of Hal 
Price Headley’s unwinding. He stated his 
intention of keeping the yearlings and 


weanlings now at Beaumont, and of de- 
veloping them in racing. That gives him a 
few more years on the race tracks. After 
those few years he expects to make very 
few dashes to catch the 7:05. 

The broodmare dispersal will be one 
of the most important in years. Beaumont 
for many years has been known as a 
“filly farm,” producing many good race 
mares which, in their turn, have strength- 
ened the stud. Of the 37 mares to be cata- 
logued, 14 were stakes winners and seven 
others placed in stakes, Of the 27 which 
have had produce old enough to race, 12 
have produced stakes winners. The 26- 
year-old Alcibiades, one of the best run- 
ners and producers the farm has had, will 
not be sold; she was retired from breeding 
in 1950 and is a pensioner.

For Dr. Eslie Asbury’s Forest Retreat 
Farm, Carlisle, Ky., history has begun to 
repeat. In 1944 Forest Retreat sold a 
Blue Larkspur—Gala Belle colt to Max 
Hirsch for $41,000. Next day Hirsch sus- 
pected that the colt might become a roarer, 
Veterinarians disagreed on the question, 
and Dr. Asbury took the colt back, named 
him Revoked, and put him in training. Re- 
voked became one of the best 2-year-olds 
of 1945, bowed a tendon slightly, won 
one of his three races at three before his 
leg gave way, and since then, standing as 
the property of H. P. Headley and Dr. 
Asbury, has become a very successful sire. 

This year Forest Retreat sold to Philip 
Godfrey, of New York, a colt by *Alibhai 
out of the good race mare Brownian for 
$16,500. Godfrey reported that the colt 
showed indications of being a cribber, and 
Dr. Asbury promptly took him back. 


James O. McCue, of Greenwich, Conn., 
who paid $58,000 for the top-priced year- 
ling in the 1952 summer sales at Keene- 
land, was the leading runner-up in 1953.

C. Elmer Houchin, a new buyer at 
Keeneland, did not attend the sales but 
was represented by his trainer, Lane 
Bridgeford. Mr. Houchin has a farm at 
Chatsworth, Calif., and various business 
interests, including oil, construction, and 
cattle growing. He was elected a director 
of the Hollywood Turf Club (Hollywood 
Park) recently. 


Frank McMahan. one of the owners of 
the Alberta Ranches syndicate, which 
which owns *Royal Serenade, was accom- 
panied to the sales by Johnny Longden, 
the noted jockey, also a stockholder in 
Alberta Ranches. 


Mr. and Mrs. Allie E. Reuben’s Hasty 
House Farm bought one colt and one filly, 
both by Roman, at the Keeneland sales in

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the summer of 1952. The filly, Queen 
Hopeful, won the Arlington Lassie Stakes; 
the colt, Hasty Road, not yet beaten, took 
the Arlington Futurity. The Reubens were 
back at the 1953 sales, accompanied by 
trainer Harry Trotsek. Sticklers for com- 
plete soundness, conformation, and other 
credentials, they did little bidding, but got 
three head including Leslie Combs II’s 
* Alibhai—* Jerrybuilt colt for $32,000 and 
I. C. McMahan’s War Relic—Dark Sissy 
colt for $12,500. On the *Jerrybuilt colt, 
a full brother to the stakes winners Soli- 


darity, Good Excuse, and Conversion, Reu- 


ben made only one bid, the last one. The 
War Relic colt is out of a sister to the 
dam of Battlefield, and thus inbred to 
Fair Play in the same manner as Battle- 


field. 


Patrick Calhoun Jr., who owns a share 
of *Royal Gem II and sells a few year- 
lings bred on his 500-acre farm near 
Louisville, was the subject of a “success 
story” in the June 15 issue of Jnvestor’s 
Reader, published by Merrill, Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner & Beane. He has been 
president, for the quarter-century of its 
existence, of the American Barge Line 
Company, which pushes barges up and 
down the Ohio and Mississippi and col- 
lects about $10 million a year for it. The 
company owns 250 steel barges and 14 
towboats. 


In 1943, after having failed to reach an 
agreement with breeders, the Fasig-Tipton 
Company abandoned the Kentucky area 
and was superseded by the co-operative or- 
ganization which called itself the Breeders’ 
Sales Company. It was not until ten years 
later, in the spring of 1953, that Fasig- 
Tipton conducted another auction in Ken- 
tucky. The older organization, however, 
has had its hands full elsewhere, and has 
been extremely busy lately. 

When H. S. Finney, vice president and 
general manager of Fasig-Tipton, arrived 
in Lexington after having conducted four 
auction sessions in California, he began 
to hear rumors that his company was about 
to open a Lexington office and enter into 
aggressive competition with Breeders’ Sales 
for auctions in Kentucky. He made an 
immediate denial. “I think that competi- 
tion between two good companies is the 
best thing for the business in general,” he 
said, “but Fasig-Tipton Company has no 
intention of attempting to put on a year- 
ling sale in Kentucky in competition with 
Breeders’ Sales. The question has not even 
been discussed at a directors’ meeting.” 


At Lexington Finney was attempting to 
unravel a small mystery. At the M. A. 
Kern dispersal on May 8 this year, the 
Fasig-Tipton Company sold a 2-year-old 
filly named My Move, by Triplicate— 
Owner’s Aboard, by *Sir Gallahad III, to 
Charles Burnmann for $5,900. Recently he 
has been advised that, according to veter- 


inarians’ estimates, the supposed race 
horse will produce a foal some time in 
August. Kern had bought the filly out of 
the 1952 fall sales at Keeneland for $2,600. 
She was sold by young William G. Clark, 
at whose farm in Woodford County, Ken- 
tucky, she was raised. Clark was unable 
to provide any evidence which might ac- 
count for the pregnancy. The only male 
horse on his farm, he said, was a teaser 
whose paddock was at a considerable dis- 
tance from that of the yearling fillies. 
Sleuth Finney is baffled. 


Four of the five yearlings which Paul 
Ebelhardt, manager of Calumet Farm, 
bought as agent were for Ralph G. Loew. 
Midland, Texas. The four cost $60,000, 
topped by the $25,000 paid for a colt by 
War Admiral—Delaware from the estate 
of Samuel D. Riddle. Mr. Ebelhardt 
bought a filly by Count Fleet—Banish, 
from the Stoner Creek Stud consignment, 
for $19,000 for Ethrian Winer. of Balti- 
more. 


A man in St. Louis sent THE BLoop- 
Horse a photostat of his estimate of the 
price of every yearling in the Keeneland 
catalogue. He guessed the average at 
$7,850. an increase of 5.5 per cent over 
1952: the actual increase was 31 per cent.

Mrs. Edward S. Moore, owner of Circle 
M Farm, Lexington, last week purchased 
the stakes winners Is Proud, Isasmoothie, 
and Iswas from Harry Isaacs’ Brookfield 
Farm. A few weeks ago Mrs. Moore 
bought a half-interest in the Brookfield 
stallion Intent. 

Contacted in New York, Mr. Isaacs 
said he had no intention of dispersing his 
racing stable. “My stable had become too 
big,” he said, “and it was necessary to sell 
some of my horses. I am glad that Mrs. 
Moore’ bought them because I am sure that 
the horses will be well handled.” 

With sale of Is Proud (a 3-year-old filly 
by Fairy Manhurst or Hampden), Isa- 
smoothie (a 3-year-old colt by Rosemont), 
and Iswas (a 5-year-old gelding by War 
Jeep), the only stakes winner in the Brook- 
field stable is the 2-year-old colt I Appeal, 
by Sir Pennant.

Before Lou Doherty announced plans for 
setting up the Stallion Station he was as- 
sured of two good horses, the syndicate- 
owned Roman and Bolero, both of which 
will be moved from Elmendorf Farm to 
the stallions-only farm on the Russell 
Cave Pike near Lexington. Last week he 
had his first recruit.

He earned $206,540, and did his most 
brilliant running in his last four races, 
winning all of them and carrying top 
weight in the final one, the $100,000-added 
New York Handicap, 214 miles. His first 
foals are now 3-year-olds, They include 
the stakes winner Ria Rica and others 
placed in stakes.

California Board 


Adopts 4-3-2.7 


The California Horse Racing Board has 
officially adopted the 4-3-2.7 formula for 
purse distribution at California race 
tracks. The decision was made over the 
protests of Golden Gate Fields, Tanforan, 
and Hollywood Park. 


Under the formula, purse schedules will 
be computed on the basis of 4 per cent of 
the first $10,000,000 of the pari-mutuel 
handle, 3 per cent of the second $10,000,- 
000, and 2.7 per cent of all over $20,000,- 
000. All purses submitted to the racing 
board must be based on the 4-3-2.7 min- 
imum. 


The board made a special exception for 
tracks which combine quarter-horse racing 
with Thoroughbred racing. At these tracks, 
the formula will be 3.5 per cent of the 
first $20,000,000, and 2.7 per cent of the 
handle above $20,000,000.

Looking Into Bay Meadows 


The California Attorney General’s 
office this week continued an investigation 
of charity funds dispersed by the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club through its Veterans 
Rehabilitation Foundation, a Bay Mead- 
ows charity founded in 1943 to help vet- 
erans of World War II. 


William Kyne, general manager of Bay 
Meadows, last week charged that he was 
being “persecuted” by Attorney General 
Edmund G. Brown, to whom Kyne said 
he contributed $4,000 for a political cam- 
paign. 

Brown did not reply. but his assistant, 
Clarence Linn, released parts of an audit 
showing how Bay Meadows had spent 
some of its charity money. 


According to Linn, the foundation gave 
$79,000 to veterans’ organizations and 
causes between 1947 and 1951, but, dur- 
ing the same period, it made the following 
loans: 

Portland Meadows, $337,500; Pleasan- 
ton Racing Association, $265,000; Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club, $263,000; Pacific 
Coast Trotting Association, $200,000; San 
Mateo County Fair Association, $70,000;

Bay Meadows Aviation Company, $10,000; 
Universal Totalisator Company, $15,000; 
M. A. Merrill, $5.000; and San Mateo 
Boxing and Wrestling Club, $1,000. 


Of the $1,179,000 loaned, $835,900 was 
repaid, plus $24,805 interest. Portland 
Meadows was the principal defaulter, 
After a bad flood in 1948, the Portland, 
Ore., track went bankrupt, and the Found- 
ation loan was written off as a complete 
loss. 


The audit reported, however, that Kyne 
formed the Portland Turf Association in 
1951, and bought the Portland Meadows 
track from the First National Bank of 
Portland for $532,676.94. 


Linn said that it would take consider- 
able time to analyze the State audit and 
check out all disbursements. The prelim- 
inary report was made public when Linn 
presented a copy to Judge Murray Draper 
of San Mateo County.

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One of the toughest problems of race track superintendents, that of preventing the heavy wheels of water wagons from 
making paths in the track, has been solved, according to Arlington Park, by an invention by Clarence Brinkman, Arling- 
ton track superintendent. The invention is a boom sprinkler, which uniformly waters the track 42 feet out from the inner 
rail. In addition to avoiding paths, the new invention has the advantage of forcing the water below the surface. The 
boom disperses 360 gallons of water per minute and has 42 pounds of pressure, which forces the water into the subsurface.

Who Remembers 


Nasturtium? 


William Collins Whitney, father of 
Harry Payne Whitney and grandsire of 
Cornelius V. Whitney, was one of the 
most enthusiastic patrons of the American 
Turf in all its history. 


He took a great, almost boyish, delight 
in anything connected with his beloved 
horses. For example, it was said that when 
his horse Kilmarnock was running and 
winning the Withers Stakes of 1900 Mr. 
Whitney ran from window to window in 
the old Victorian club house at Morris 
Park to watch his colt’s progress. 


It was in 1901, encouraged by a victory 
in the 1900 Futurity (with Ballyhoo Bey). 
and by several other successes, that he as- 
sembled perhaps one of the greatest crops 
of 2-year-olds ever seen under one ban- 
ner in one season—Nasturtium, Blue Girl, 
King Hanover, Goldsmith, Endurance by 
Right, Leonora Loring, and Gunfire. 


Mr. Whitney was a man of many in- 
terests. He had been Secretary of the 
Navy under President Cleveland, made 
millions in Wall Street and with railroad 
interests, was the prime mover in restoring 
the Saratoga race course to its former 
glory. He brought Aiken, S. C., to prom- 
inence as a wintering place for race horses. 


We always have harbored the notion 
that, of all his pets, he favored the chest- 
nut colt Nasturtium, a striking-looking colt 
with a blaze face and plenty of white 
markings. Perhaps it was because he was 
one of the very first horses we ever saw 
race (in his Flatbush victory at Sheeps- 
head Bay, September 4, 1901), and we 
once rode a bicycle from. Brooklyn to 
Whitney’s famous brick barn at Westbury 
to see him, and others, of the great string 
trained by John W. Rogers. 


Nasturtium, like so many other good 
ones, was a product of James B. Haggin’s 
Rancho del Paso stud in California. He 
was bought as a yearling by A. L. (Tony) 
Aste, the Williamsburg Ferry bootblack 
who rose to prominence as head of the 
nation’s largest manufacturer of shoe 
polish. Mr. Aste, incidentally, raced horses 
beginning around the turn of the century, 
and he still maintains a racing stable. We 
knew that outfit, too, because, besides 
Harry Michaels, Mr. Aste had as stable 
jockey one Harry Polloch, who first intro- 
duced us to horse racing. But that’s an- 
other story. 


Nasturtium’s first outing on the race 
track under colors (Mr. Aste’s then were 


Nasturtium 


white with a red cap) occurred at 
Gravesend, Tuesday, June 4, 1901. In a 
five-furlong dash, in which Julius Fleisch- 
mann’s Smart Set (Shaw) was a 2-to-] 
favorite, Nasturtium had Charlie Garrigan, 
known as a good boxer, in the saddle and 
was second choice at 3 to 1. The race 
proved easy for Nasturtium which breezed 
to a three-length victory over Gold Seeker 
(Littlefield). Smart Set was third. The 
time—1:0145—was not bad for the old 
Brooklyn Jockey Club track. 

The Great American Stakes at Aque- 
duct, a prime juvenile test, was run June 
8. Nasturtium, with Garrigan up (115). 
was made an even-money choice. Blue 
Girl (122) had the very clever Tommy 
Burns in the tack, and this pair headed the 
Aste colt in an action-packed contest, dur- 
ing which Nasturtium was buffeted about 
like a storm on the North Sea. (Garrigan 
was no match in catch-as-catch-can with 
Burns and Bullman, who rode Major Dain- 
gerfield, the third horse). Garrigan claim- 
ed foul, but Blue Girl, then running in 
John E. Madden’s cherry, white hoops on 
sleeves and cap, had her number undis- 
turbed. [For more on Mr. Madden, see 
News or Not, page 243.] 

It was a different story opening day at 
Sheepshead Bay, however. This cloudy day 
gave the Turf not only Alcedo’s great vic- 
tory in the Suburban but Nasturtium’s 
victory in the Double Event (last five-and- 
a-half furlongs of the then new Futurity 
course). At 3 to 5, Nasturtium (122) gal- 
loped to a six-length triumph, and set a 
new track record of 1:0414, which endured 
as long as the Sheepshead Bay track last- 
ed. A pretty fair bunch was behind him. 
too, including Par Excellence 119 (Shaw). 
Fly Wheel 117 (T. Burns), The Goldfinder 
122 (Odom), Waterpower 117 (Little- 


field), Jack De Mund 122 (H. Cochran), 
and Saturday 117 (Spencer). 


The wheels then were set in motion for 
the acquisition of Nasturtium by Mr. Whit- 
ney. The wily Mr. Madden conducted the 
negotiations through auctioneer- William 
Easton, and the flashy chestnut was led 
to Mr. Whitney’s stable for a sum of ap- 
proximately $60,000. 

Mr. Rogers, one of the best conditioners 
America ever saw, who developed such 
great ones as Troubadour and Clifford, 
was Mr. Whitney’s trainer. Nasturtium was 
now pointed for the Futurity, the tops of 
2-year-old races. 

Nasturtium was shipped to Saratoga, 
along with others of the band. He was 
allowed to rest during August. 

(It was there the great Lexington once 
was taken for a rest. *Ogden also trained 
there for the Futurity, and there. too, the 
good race horse The Parader was kept one 
winter and galloped through the snows 
that hardened him for his 3-year-old sea- 
son, in which he defeated Commando. 
McChesney was summered there in 1903, 
At Saratoga, Ormondale received the train- 
ing that enabled him to win the Futurity 
in 1905. In our generation, the great 
*Noor found it a place of sublime relax- 
ation. ) 

The Futurity finally came along. Au- 
gust 31 was the day of the race, but even 
before then some of the jockeys involved 
were in a great state of nerves. Nastur- 
tium, it seemed, would be the outstanding 
star in the proposed Whitney entry. Nash 
Turner said, one day in the jock’s room, 
“Well, I hope I get to ride Nasturtium, but 
I don’t know. They brought Tod Sloan over 
last year to ride Ballyhoo Bey, and now 
they may be getting Lester Reiff to ride 
this horse.” (Reiff had won the 1901 Eng- 
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lish Derby on Mr. Whitney’s Volody- 
ovski. ) 


_ Nash’s fears were groundless. He got 
the horse, and he probably wished after- 
wards that he hadn’t. Nasturtium, carrying 
122, was never in the hunt. He broke none 
too well, shied at a shadow or piece of 
paper on the track, was no good there- 
after, and finished a poor tenth, The race 
resulted in the epic finish between Yankee 
(later owned by Mr. Whitney, but then 
the property of J. E. Madden) and Lux 
Casta. Winnie O’Connor and George Odom 
staged a riding duel seldom equaled. 

Nasturtium’s last race came in the 
seven-furlong Flatbush Stakes. This some- 
times was a better race than the Futurity; 
at least, it was never so cluttered up with 
starters as to prevent a truly run contest. 
Some really fine horses—Irish Lad and 
Highball, for instance—asserted their 
real worth there. And so it was with Nas- 
turtium. He was opposed by such as Gold- 
smith, his stable-mate; Endurance by 
Right, which had been beaten only once 
in about fifteen races and which we be- 
lieve was one of the really great fillies of 
all time; Barron, third in the Futurity, 
Sir Oliver, a colt Woodford Clay had 
brought from the West, and others. 

The finish was a beauty, Nasturtium 
won by three parts of a length, and Gold- 
smith out-gamed the Schorr filly by an- 
other half a length. 


This was Nasturtium’s swan song. He 
was shipped to England to run in the 
Derby, but became a “roarer,” and was re- 
turned home. He entered the stud and 
sired among others, Stamina (out of En- 
durance by Right) and Nasturtia. His 
name figures in the breeding line of the 
recent good horse Porter’s Cap, now at 
stud. 

But, in general, he is nearly forgotten. 


PROTECTION WANTED 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has been asked to ban the importation of 
horses from Cuba. 

In a letter from Spencer Drayton, presi- 
dent of the Thoroughbred Racing Protec- 
tive Bureau, to Agriculture Secretary Ezra 
Benson, Drayton recommended this meas- 
ure to prevent the spread of equine en- 
cephalomyelitis, a contagious disease 
which reportedly killed 20,000 horses in 
Cuba within the last few weeks. 


NEW COMMISSIONER 


William M. Johnson of Urbana, Ohio, 
has been appointed to the Ohio State 
Racing Commission by Gov. Frank J. 
Lausche. His term will expire June 28, 
1957. 

Johnson succeeds O. C. Belt of Colum- 
bus, who had served two four-year-terms 
before he retired.

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Health Trust Man 
At Kentucky 


Dr. M. T. I. Cronin, new member of the 
staff of the Animal Pathology Department 
at the University of Kentucky, is one of 
the few veterinarians in the United States 
who has served at the Animal Health 
Trust’s equine station at Newmarket, Eng- 
land’s only horse disease research station. 


Dr. Cronin, a native of Ireland, was at 
the equine station from 1948 until 1952, 
when he came to the Virginia regional 
diagnostic clinic at Warrenton, Va. He 
joined the University of Kentucky staff 
last month. 


The Animal Health Trust is England’s 
leading animal disease research organiza- 
tion. Within it are equine, canine, bovine, 
and poultry stations. Dr. Cronin said that 
the supporters of the equine station pro- 
vide most of the organization’s income. 


The Trust, which has no connection with 
the government, has four primary sources 
of income—racing organizations, contribu- 
tions from breeders and owners of horses, 
money from the sale of stallion services ™ iat ee 
donated to the Trust, and the Race Course 
Totalisator Charity Trust. 


In addition to research work, the Trust 
assists young men and women who wish Pathology Department, University of Kentucky. He is a native of Ireland.

to enter the veterinary profession, awards 
postgraduate scholarships to help train 
veterinary specialists, and plans hospital 
and diagnostic services in co-operation 
with practising veterinary surgeons in 
every county in England. 


There are five veterinarians at the equine 
research station. Dr. Cronin says the equip- 
ment “is quite good, but we need consider- 
ably less than is needed here because we 
have no virus abortion there.” 

While at the equine station, Dr. Cronin 
did considerable reseach on haemolytic 
disease, which causes jaundiced foals. He 
said that English methods of diagnosis 
and treatment for the disease are almost 
identical with those used in the United 
States. 


“T have been very impressed,” Dr. Cro- 
nin added, “with the great similarity be- 
tween English and American methods of 
diagnosis and treatment.” One difference 
he noted was that it was much more diffi- 
cult to obtain new drugs there, and that 
the prices for them were considerably 
higher than in the United States. 


Dr. Cronin said that a young veterin- 
arian had no trouble making a living in 
England, but he said, “he does not live 
nearly as well as a comparable young man 
in the United States. Living expenses are 
lower—but not enough lower to compen- 
sate for the tremendous difference in 
income.” 


Dr. Cronin does not think that the gov- 
ernment will go into the veterinary medi- 
cine field. “They would need hundreds 
more veterinarians, and I don’t think they 
could find them,” he said.
